Tlie Wesson mansion, a twenty room structure on Maple Street 
in Springfield, had been used for club meetings for fifty years before 
it *bui*ned on Febi’uary 21st. It was built in 1898 by Daniel Wesson 
at a cost of a million dollars, materials including pink granite, oak, 
Circassian walnut, satinwood, and East Indian mahogany. Ten ser¬ 
vants wei’e employed by the Wessons to care for this home. 

Daniel Wesson came to Spxinglield and started the manufacture 
of pistols at a time when new industry was badly needed in this 
m'ea. 1857 was a depression year. The.Wason car woi'ks had laid 
off most of their help as did several other shops. Food prices wei'e 
high and px'oduce was beginning to be . sent in from the west, 
j The following year the car shops started work on an order for 
c^i’S to be sent to Egypt. Business in other lines began to pick up 
apd no doubt the new small arms factory added to the upswing in 
ejnployment.

His older bi*other, 
Edwin, was known as the manufacturer of the Wesson rifle. Daniel 
■^’as apprenticed to his brother to leanx the gunsmith’s ti-ade and con¬ 
tinued to work for Edwin for two years after his term was com¬ 
pleted. 

In 1849 Daniel started in business for himself in Grafton, Mass., 
whei-e lie made pistols on a small scale. Two yeai’s later he took a 
job as superintendent of the Leonard pistol factoi*y at Charleston. 
He and Hoi’ace Smith then started a shop in Nox'wich, Conn. In 1857 
they set up business on Market St., Springfield. Three yeai*s later 
they moved to new buildings on Stockbridge St. When Mr. Smith 
retired from the business in 1874, they wei'e employing about 600 
people. 

Smith and Wesson wei*e the patentees of the metallic cartridge.

Just being a veteran does not 
guarantee anyone hospitalization 
by the Veterans Administration. 
VA first takes care of all eligible 
veterans who need hospitalization 
for service-connected diseases and 
disabilities. 

The second group includes vet¬ 
erans discharged for disability 
incurred in line of duty or re¬ 
ceiving compensation from VA 
for disability who need hospitali¬ 
zation for nonservice-connected 
conditions. They may be admit¬ 
ted to VA hospitals when beds 
are available. 

The third group includes war 
veterans without service-connect¬ 
ed conditions wdio may, under the 
law, be admitted to VA hospitals 
if the following three conditions 
are met. 

First, they must need medical 
care of a type or extent for 
which hospitalization is required. 

Second, they must certify un¬ 
der oath they are unable to pay 
for the needed hospitalization 
elsewhere. 

Third, a hospital must have 
a bed available. 

Peacetime veterans are eligible 
for care in a VA hospital only 


if they we^e discharged under 
other than dishonorable condi¬ 
tions for disability incurred in 
line of duty, or are receiving VA 
compensation for service-connect¬ 
ed disability. 

VA hospitals, like other hos¬ 
pitals, accept emei'gency patients 
as a life-saving measure, and VA 
priorities for admission are 
waived in such cases.

Massachusetts veterans who 
sell their GI homes and permit 
the buyer to assume their GI loan 
remain liable in case of subse¬ 
quent foreclosure unless they ob¬ 
tain a release of liability. This 
can be obtained upon request to 
VA, if VA approves the buyer 
as a good credit risk. 

A release from liability, how¬ 
ever, does not restore the veter¬ 
an's eligibility for another GI 
loan. This can be restored only 
when the VA is no longer liable 
to the lender on the guaranty, 
and if the veteran: (a) is forced 
to sell his home through no fault 
of his own, for reasons of health, 
employment, etc.; (b) has his 
■property taken by a government 
agency for public use, or de¬ 
stroyed by a natural hazard; or 
(c) is in military service and 
must dispose of his home because 
of a military- transfer.

Q checks, too? 

j. A. No. At a Avorker^s death, his 
j*aih*oad and social security earn- 
- ing are combined and only one of 
U these agencies will pay survivor 
e benefits. As you qualified for a 
X widow's annuity from the Rail- 
g road Retirement Board, your hus- 
band's social security credits were 
tran.sferred to them. 

A. Yes. If you intend to return 
to school full-time in the fall, 

® your benefits will continue during 
summer vacation, or during any 
peinod of 4 months or less that 
you are out of school and un- 
® der 22. 

^ Q. I was 18 last year when my 
father died. I've never received 
social security benefits. What do 
I have to do to get benefits under 
the new social security law? I’m 
a student at the State college. 

Q. What will my social security 
; contribution rate be for 1966? 

A. If you are an employee, you 
will pay 4.2 percent of your wages 
in 1966, and if you are self-em¬ 
ployed, it will be 6.15 percent. 
Also, your wages and self-em¬ 
ployment earnings up to $6600 
will count for social security in 
1966. 

Q. My wife is 63.1 am 62, work¬ 
ing full-time, and earning too 
much to receive benefits. Is there 
any way my wife can qualify for 
monthly benefits? 

A. Not unless she has \vorked 
under Social Security and can 
qualify on her own record. 

Q. I was 18 last March. My so¬ 
cial security benefits stopped then, 

I plan to attend the University 
this fall. Will I be eligible for any 
benefits even though I’m not get¬ 
ting any checks now? 

A. You will be able to start 
getting social security benefits 
again if you aa*e a full-time stu¬ 
dent under 22, and are not mar¬ 
ried. 

Q. Does it make any difference 
what kinds of schools a person 
goes to to be eligible for student’s 
benefits? 

A. Yes. Correspondence schools, 
some night schools or part-time 
courses, and unaccredited schools 
not approved by the Social Secur- ■ 
ity* Administration are not includ¬ 
ed as being “full-time courses.” 

Q. Hardly anyone goes to school 
12 months of the year. If I get 
child’s benefits while in school, 
what happens during the summer 
months when I won’t be a stu- : 
dent ? Are any payments made for 
the vacation time? 

! A. You must apply for benefits 
at your social security office locat¬ 
ed at 891 State St., Springfield, 
Mass. At the time you apply, you 
must furnish evidence of your age 
[ and show you are a full-time 
I student. 

Q. I expect to be a student this 
fall and be eligible for benefits

under social security. Next sum¬ 
mer 1 want to work during my 
vacation. Will this affect my re¬ 
ceiving monthly benefits? 

A. Every beneficiary is .subject 
to a retirement test. That is, in 
1966 and there:ifter, you can earn 
up to $1500 for the year and get 
all benefits. If you work during 
summer vacation and earn over 
$1500, some of the benefits for 
any month in winch you Iiave 
earned more than $125 may be 
withheld. 

Q. I have been separated but 
not divorced from my husband. I 
will be 60 in October. Am I elig¬ 
ible to get social security on my 
husband’s record? Also, can I get 
hospital and medical insurance? 

A. No. You may qualify for a 
wife’s benefit when you reach age 
62, provided your husband re¬ 
ceives benefits. You must be 65 to 
qualify for hospital and medical 
insurance benefits. 

Handy Hints 

Make the birds thankful too.
